FAITH AND KNOWLEDGE 

Every seven-year old child can tell the story of Jesus’ 
birth. Can the same be said of little children who are not 
Catholic? Every nine-year year oid pupil of a Catholic school 
can relate the story of Christ’s known life. Can the same be 
said of children who are not Catholic? Nearly every ten-year- 
old child can recite the Ten Commandments, quote the Eight 
Beatitudes, and other parts of the Sermon on the Mount, can 
recite the narrative of the Fall of Man and his Redemption. 
Yet people tell us that Catholics do not know the Bible. The 
benighted (7?) peoples of Mexico, of South America, and of 
other lands, to which Protestant missionaries are being sent, 
have a more accurate conception of religion, of the Church, 
of the great mysteries of faith, than have most Protestant 
church-going people in this country. They may be unlettered, 
just as a large percentage of our own South is unlettered to- 
day, but they know considerable about God, about their des- 
tiny, about the malice of sin, the necessity of virtue, etc. 
They may not have a copy of the Bible in their homes, but 
they have learned much about the Bible in the religious in- 
struction they have received. In fact, these Latins learn more 
about the Bible in the feasts which they keep, such as that of 
the Nativity of our Saviour, of the Resurrection, of Pente- 
cost, than most Protestant people ever learn in this country. 
In every successive Advent season they learn of the Fall of 
Man, of the promise of a Redeemer, of the preparation of the 
Jewish race for the Messias. During every Lenten season they 
have repeated to them the story of our Saviour’s bitter suffer- 
ings and death, the merits of His passion, the value of the 
human soul for which the Son of God paid so great a price, 
the heinousness of sin, as measured by the atonement re- 
quired of the infinite love of God, as determined by the sacri- 
fice of His life for us, etc. These people receive their instruc- 
tions in the faith, the same as the first Christians received 
theirs, the same as the people for centuries received theirs, by 
preaching, by instruction, by miracle plays, by the observance 
of feasts, by “hearing.” The Ecclesiastical year in the Catho- 
lic Church is an annual rehearsal of the whole Bible contents. 

If the Indians of Mexico and of some of the South Ame- 
rican countries observe feast days of the Saints, they are not 
on that account superstitious, benighted, and in need of Pro- 
testantism. The Saints are honored, and not worshipped; and 
all the honor paid them redounds to Christ, Whom they so 
loved, and Whose precepts they observed so well. 

It would be safe to say that Catholics are the least super- 
stitious of al! people, for the plain reason that they are taught 
from childhood up that the First Commandment is violated by 
superstitious practices. Non-Catholics are not taught that and 
may, therefore, adopt such practices or let them alone without 
any qualms of conscience. Friday, the 13th, terrorizes other 
people more than it does Catholics; so does the presence of 
thirteen at the table; so does travei on Friday. We would be 
willing to challenge any minister of the gospel to examine 
the eight or nine-year-old children of our First Communion 
Classes on matters which relate to Christian belief, on lessons 
taught by the Bible, and then to examine a class of University 
graduates in our secular institutions, and to see whether he 
did not get more religious wisdom from the little Catholic 
children. They might tell him much that he himself has not 
known. but which harmonizes with the teachings of Chris- 
tianity back in apostolic days.
